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1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate 
paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States . 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by FUKUSHIMA et al (5,010,432) . 

Note figures 1 and 5. Note also column 6 line 48 - 
column 7 line 40. 

The flexible printed circuit is element 28, the 
first portion of the first connector is elements 30 
and 6 0 . 

3. Applicant's arguments filed March 10, 2000 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that FUKUSHIMA et al does not 
teach all of the elements recited in claim 1. The 
Examiner does not agree. 
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Applicant seems to really be saying that there is 
no flexible printed circuit inside the stationary drum 
with a connector projecting outside to connect the 
transformer to the main circuit board remote from the 
drum. 

The claim does not require this. The claim does not 
define the location of the printed circuit relative to 
the stationary drum. 

Note that the printed circuit assembly of FUKUSHIMA 
et al is attached to the bottom of the stationary drum 
in its finished form, and it has portions projecting 
therefrom, including one end that is then connected to 
the remote main circuit board of the recorder.
